Keep A-Bomb Secret From Reds 
Ais Peace Safeguard, Einstein Says

BOSTON, Oct. 26.—(UP)—Prof. Albert Ein- 
stein warned today that an atomic war might 
kill two-thirds of the earth’s 2,000,000,000 in- 
habitants, and he urged strongly that the secret 
of the bomb be withheld from the United Na- 
tions organization end especially from Russia. 

The eminent physicist, in an article in the 
November Atlantic Monthly, advocated that con- 
trol of atomic energy be guarded scrupulous- 
ly by the United States until such time as it 
can be entrusted. to a proposed world govern- 


ment. 


' “I do not believe that civilization will be 
- wiped out in a war fought with the atomic 
bomb,” Prof. Einstein said in an article written 
in collaboration with Raymond Swing. 
haps two-thirds of the people of the earth might 
be killed, but enough men capable of thinking 
and enough books would be left to start again, 
and civilization could be restored.”

Ley, in Death, Asks Reconciliation 
Between Jews, Anti-Semites

NUERNBERG, Oct. 26.—(4)— 
Robert Ley, Nazi Jew-baiter who 
hanged himself, left a statement 
today calling for a complete recon- 
ciliation of German anti-Semites 
and Jews. 

Ley’s statement, declaring the 
Nazis “have forsaken God and 
therefore were forsaken by God,” 
asserted the Nazis themselves must 
tell the youth of Germany that 
anti-Semitism was a “mistake” be- 
cause “the youth will not believe 
our opponents.” 

The onetime German labor 
leader outlined a 
“plan” ,through which, he said, 
“Jews’and Germans can live to- 
gether” and Germany can “solve 
the Jewish problem.” 

Ley’s document, released after 
he was buried in an unmarked 
grave, said: 

“The outspoken anti-Semites 
have to become the first fighters” 
for this idea. “They have to find 
the courage to conquer themselves. 
They have to show their people 
the way. tod has taught me 
in my cell in Nuernberg.” 


Ley was one of several of the 
Nuernberg prisoners awaiting trial 
who have professed interest in re- 
ligion since their capture. 

“In anti-Semitism we have vio- 
lated a basic commandment of His 
creation,” Ley wrote. “Anti-Semi- 
tism distorted our outlook and we 
made grave errors. 

“To tolerate the Jew jis not 
enough. We have to eradicate dis- 
trust. We have to meet the Jews 
with open hearts and on a clear 
basis. We have to clean up our 
mutual relationship,” he said.

“A: The creation of a board of 
Jews and anti-Semites honestly 
prepared to travel this road and 
to find the conditions under which 
Jews and Germans can live to- 
gether. 

“B: An executive committee—

DEVICES NOT CARRYING PILOTS—YET 


1,400 Miles an Hour Flying Speed 
Developed by Two Plane Firms 


ae ee N. Y., Oct. 26.—() ;

announced today it had developed 
several special flying devices 
which were achieving speeds in 
excess of 1,400 miles an hour—al- 
most twice the speed of sound. 

Larry Bell, president of Bell 
Aircraft, also announced his con- 
cern is working not only on super- 
sonic planes, but also on guided 
missiles, rockets and radio-con- 
trolled pilotless aircraft. He re- 
fused to go into details for mili- 
tary reasons. 


Curtiss- Wright Corporation | 


‘Curtiss-Wright research labora-‘ 
tory, said military requirements 
prevented him from giving any 
details about the devices. He said, 
however, that “they are not rock- 
ets and they are not artillery 
shells.” 

“Right now the devices are not 
carrying pilots, but we are work- 
ing on this,” Dr. Furnas said, add- 
ing: 

“The highest previously an- 
nounced speed for a flying ma- 
chine has been under 750 miles an 
hour—the speed of sound.” 

Dr. Furnas also announced the 


? development of a telemetering sys- 


tem whereby the performance data 
of an object in flight could be re- 
corded at a mobile receiving unit. 

Dr. Furnas reported his research 
laboratory was working now on 
the problems of getting a pilot out 
of an airplane while it was travel- 
ing at high speeds. If a human 
being jumped from a plane travel- 
ing at supersonic speed he would 
be killed instantly; in fact, he 
added, few men had been able to 
live after leaving an aircraft trav- 
eling at 500 miles an hour,

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has postponed the date on 
which temporary freight rate re- 
ductions ordered last May 15 are 
to become effective, and Gov. 
Arnall has denounced this delay 
as “typical action of the ICC, 
which always has favored the rail- 
roads.” 

The commission yesterday 
poned the ee date from 
30 to Jan. 1946. It said an 
railroads ia encountered me- 
chanical difficulties beyond their 
control” in connection with age 
ing the tariffs required to be fil- 
ed by the order and that such rail- 
roads “will not be able to file 
their tariffs so as to make them 
effective on the date specified.” 

The order called for a decrease 
of class rates by 10 per cent in 
the south and west and an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the north- 
eastern states. The commission 
ordered the adjustments to pro- 
vide “temporary relief” until a 
permanent uniform scale of class 


“This delay is indicative of what 
has been happening all the time. 
The ICC intends to give the rail- 
roads as much time as they want 
without requiring them to conform 
to the orders. The railroads should 
be forced to comply with the or- 
ders immediately. It does not take 
months for them to get ready to 
raise rates; it should not take an 
indefinite time for them to get 
ready to lower the rates in the 
south. The ICC has always been 
favorable to what the railroads 
want.”

Huge, Up-To-Minute Navy Necessary 
To U.S. Security, Cassady Says Here 


By MARY KEY WYNNE 
“We must keep ahead of every 
nation in the world in research 
and we must develop and produce 


new and improved weapons in 
greater quantity and with greater 
speed and of greater effectiveness 
than can be developed and pro- 
duced by any other nation,” R. 
Adm. John H. Cassady, USN, as- 
sistant deputy chief of the naval 
air operations, told some 600 per- 
sons attending the annual Navy 
Day luncheon yesterday at the 
Ansley hotel. 

“Only by so doing can we as- 
sure our safety,” Adm. Cassady 
continued. “Any dereliction on 
the part of this country can and 
will produce but one result—an- 
other war—and I shudder to think 
what that war would be.” 

In warning that our Navy must 
not be sunk as it was after the 
)Jast war, the tall, slim admiral 
declared: “Just as in 1917 when 
World War I was suddenly thrust 
upon us, so again in 1941, this 
country was not prepared. If 
this country had been properly 
prepared, I question whether 
World War I or World War Il 
ever would have been started. 

“At the beginning of World 
War II we were not able to sweep 
enemy shipping from the sea, to 


completely annihilate his navy, 
and to gain complete command of 
the air and sea until this coun- 
try had had time to gear up to 
wartime production. Thanks to 
our allies, we could afford to take 
the necessary time. I believe that 
in the future we may not be so 
fortunate. The time element 
which saved this country in the 
last two world wars may be lack- 
ing,”” Adm. Cassady went on. 

“Our peacetime Navy must be 
maintained at such a strength and 
so modernized and so ready that 
no nation or combination of na- 
tions would dare to attack us. We 
must possess a Navy which will 
constitute such a thre: . that every 
warmonger would consider it sui- 
cida] to attack us. We must con- 
stantly be prepared to strike back 
and to strike back fast.” 

Adm. Cassady, former com- 
manding officer of the famous air- 
craft carrier USS Saratoga, ex- 
pressed the opinion that, in spite 
of the atomic bomb and other awe- 
some weapons which will be de- 
veloped, “a modern, efficient and 
ready Navy will for many years 
continue to hold top place in a na- 
tion’s defenses.” He said that a 
nation which discards traditional 
sea power in favor of a single trick 
weapon or device is simply bury- 
ing its head in the sands. 


“I would like to leave with you 
this Navy Day the thought that 
‘your Navy ‘is interested solely in 
the preservation of peace—that 
'your Navy hopes that it will be 
given the instruments with which 
‘to insure that peace,” Adm. Cas- 
sady ended. 

The naval air officer, who has 
been awarded almost every deco- 
ration the government has to of- 
fer, praised the city of Atlanta 
for its local naval activities and 
the contributions they made to the 
Navy’s end of the war. He said 
that the Naval Air Station here 
was deserving of the highest com- 
mendation for its splendid accom- 
plishments. 

I. Gloer Hailey, chairman of the 
Atlanta Navy Day committee, in- 
troduced R. Adm. Cassady as a 
“regular fellow,” for it was the 
admiral who got out and helped 
change a tire on the car which 
brought him to Atlanta from Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., when his plane was 
grounded due to bad weather. Hai- 
ley, presiding: at the luncheon 
which was given in honor of Geor- 
gia naval heroes living and dead, 
also extended thanks,to members 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Navy Day commit- 
tee, who ere responsible for mak- 
ing the occasion such a huge suc- 
cess.

Cook Tells

Voting Rights 


Savannah labor leaders and Ne- 
groes seeking to register hundreds 
of new voters in the face of what 

believe to be the opposition 
of the Chatham county political 
machine, have been told by Atty. 
Gen. Eugene Cook that taxpaying 
is not a prerequisite to registra- 
tion and qualification of voting. 

At the same time, the attorney 
general yesterday expressed doubt 
that the Chatham county tax col- 
lector had “any ulterior motive” 
in warning persons to pay taxes 
to avoid penalties. 

The argument started recently 
when the tax collector posted this 

in the courthouse lobby: 
“Avoid Tax Penalties. Automobile 
or personal owners, who have not 
made returns for state and county 
taxes before registering, should 
go to the tax. receiver's office 
across the lobby, make declara- 
tion and return with certificate, 
which will serve to verify resi- 
dence to courthouse. To lessen tax 
penalties, to save time. costs and 
inconvenience, make returns on. 
time and pay taxes promptly.” 

W. L. Ferrell, vice president | 
of the Georgia Federation of La- 
bor, and Dr. Rolph Mark Gilbert 
and J. W. McGlockton of the Sa- 
vannah chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, said this sign 
sought to intimidate persons here- 
tofore disqualified for non-pay- 
ment of poll taxes from register- 
ing and qualifying as voters. They 
cited the reference to the phrase 
“who have not made returfis for 
state and county taxes before reg- 
istering.” They asked Cook wheth- 
er tax payment is necessary to 
qualify as a voter. 

The attorney general said he 
could not construe the tax collec- 
tor’s sign to mean that the tax col- 
lector was dealing in any way 
with the right of any person to 
register and qualify as a voter. 

“The right to register and qual- 
ify as a voter is not affected by 
requiring such a person to return 
his property for taxation as re- 
quired by law,” Cook pointed out. |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—(>)— 
Senate and house conferees on 
the $5,788,000,000 tax reduction 
bill agreed today to forgive en- 
listed men all federal 
taxes on their service pay during 
the war years. . 

The provision affects pay re- 
ceived from Dec. 31, 1940, to the 
official termination of the war. 


The house conferees also agreed 
to two other senate provisions for 
veterans. These were: 

1. A three-year extension .of 
time for commissioned officers to 
pay accumulated taxes on their 


the taxes are paid in 12 quar- 
terly installments. 

2. A similar extension of time 
for payment of taxes attributable 
to pre-service earned income for 
1940 or 1941, which became due 
after the taxpayer entered the 
armed services. 

Income tax reductions which go 
into effect next January will be 
the last until 1947.

Murray, also president of the 
United Steel Workers, said he 
hoped to have the strike vote pe- 
titions filed with the proper -gov- 
ernment authorities no later than 
Monday. He said they would cov- 
er 766 companies and 643,595 
members of 1,042 local unions. 

U. S$. Steel, Jones & Laughlin 
and the Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube Company are among those 
rejecting the union’s demand for 
the $2 raise. 

Murray made his announcement 
at a news conference after the 
union’s wage policy committee, 
meeting in Pittsburgh, authorized 
the union executive officers to 
“take whatever action they 
deemed necessary,” including 
strike votes, to obtain the in- 
crease. 

Other prime developments 
the labor field included: 

1. The CIO United Automobile 
Workers, empowered to strike at 
General Motors, declared wage de- 
mands would not be compromised 
unless GM could prove it could 
not meet them. 

2. Picketing ended at all Holly- 
wood film studios and the leaders 
of the recent AFL strike called for 
Warner Brothers to pay claims to 
strikers hurt while picketing. 

3. Montgomery Ward and Com- 
pany was threatened with a na- 
tion-wide strike by the CIO union 
involved in disputes which led to 
two government seizures of some 
of the mail order concern’s prop- 
erties. 

4. American Airlines restored 
service interrupted by strikes of 
CIO maintenance workers in three 
cities. 

5. The number on strike or not 
working because of strikes over 
the nation rose to 234,000. about 
12.000 more than on Thursday.

Vets Allowed 
To Qualify in 
Merit Exams 


Veterans’ employment represen- 
tatives believe they have scored 
a victory over strict standards 
maintained by the state merit 
council and have set a precedent 
that is likely to place more vet- 
erans on state jobs. 

This developed yesterday after 
J. Pat Kelly, veterans’ employment 
representative for Georgia, said 
Gov. Arnall had ordered the coun- 
cil to admit for merit examination 
32 veterans who previously were 
denied a test and further ordered 
the holding of a second examina- 
tion for qualification of veterans 
on a date yet to be set. A single 


register of persons eligible for | 


state jobs will be compiled from 
the two examinations, Kelly said. 

The first of the two slated tests 
will be held today at the state 
capitel. Nearly 1,200 persons from 
all parts of Georgia are scheduled 
to be examined. 

Kelly said the group of veter- 
ans told, him the merit council 
denied them the test on the 
grounds that they did not meas- 
ure up to council-set standards for 
education and experience.

If you happen to be seeking an illustration of 
how full of vapors and distempers we are, all that 
is necessary is to consider the plight of that 

well-known citizen of Missouri, Harry S. Truman. 

Mr. Truman recently took a journey which admittedly was not 
necessary. But then, travel restrictions had been lifted: he had been 
through a very strenuous six months, there were many invitations, 
and his old friends in Missouri and the American Legion, wanted 
him to come to their big show. 

He had appointed Lewis Schwellenbach as secretary of labor 
and Secretary Schwellenbach was up to his ears in the problems. 

So, Mr. Truman went along, by easy stages, living off the 
country, so to speak, visiting the Tennessee Valley and which “Au- 
thority” he found “made sense”; journeyed into Kentucky and on to 
Missouri. He made a few pleasant speeches and got back to Wash- 
ington to find Secretary Schwellenbach still up to his ears, but still 
in there trying. 

Then came the deluge. Cartoons and editorials demanded to 
know why Mr. Truman wasn’t in Washington doing something about 
the labor problems; about inflation, about getting the boys home, 
and so on. 

s a all these things had been delegat d to the proper of- 
icials. 

They were not properly Mr. Truman’s job. 

But, nevertheless, the dead cats and the Irish confetti were 


thrown in great amounts. 

Paradox They came, ironically enough, from the same sources 
which used to give the late Franklin D. Roosevelt 

scorching criticism for not delegating authority. In fact, for,at least 

eight years they asserted this would be a »etter world if only 

Franklin D. Roosevelt would delegate some authority and not try 

to do everything himself. 

_ They complained he would not permit his cabinet members or 

his bureau heads to exercise any authority or to act in any inde- 

pendent manner. 

Al' this Mr. Truman did. He announced he would leave the 
labor problem, for the time being at least, to Lewis Schwellenbach 
who had all necessary authority to act. He was leaving the other 
jobs up to the men responsible for them. 

But, because he did so we, as a people, leaped upon his cheerful 
person and belabored it for not “staying on the job” and for “not 
doing something about things.” 

The result is that Mr. Truman may not attend the planned pro- 
grams i: North Carolina and Georgia. 

If he doesn’t he will be severely criticized. 

The ectoplastic shade of Franklin D. Roosevelt must be smiling 
grimly as it contemplates the antics of a people confused and, to tell 


the truth, « little bit afraid. 

As a matter of fact, Harry S. Truman is following a 
Controls course which is extremely wise. He wants, as do ell 
thoughtful persons, to get the government out of as many controls 
as possible. He wants it out of business, when inflationary dangers 
are lessened; out of settling labor problems, out of all sorts of busi- 
nesses into which it has been necessary because of depression and 
war, for government to go. 

He has got to stay out of things and let us see where we arrive 
at—to speak in the vernacular. 

Let us see if huge and powerful iabor unions, large and power- 
ful corporations have become not merely organizations but such 
large concentrations of social power, affecting the lives of the entire 
population, that they can be left uncontrolled, as we wish, and as 
our traditional way of life recommends.

Editor Constitution: “The wick- 
ed flee when no man pursueth.” 
In last Sunday’s Constitution a 
letter from the secfetary of the 
grand jury which indicted Joseph 
Jacobs protested an alleged state- 
ment made by Mayor Hartsfield 
that “politics and pressure were 
involved” in arriving at the true 
bill. 

The record shows plainly that 
no one at any time alleged that 
the mayor made any such state- 
ment. | 

In an open letter commenting 
on the failure to grant a pardon 
or parole to Mr. Jacobs after a 
hearing held in July, the five un- 
dersigned charged that Mayor 
Hartsfield had written a letter to 
the solicitor general's office urg- 
ing that Mr. Jacobs be prosecuted 
after pressure upon him by an 
Atlanta attorney. This was no 
reflection on the grand jury and 
we did not intend it as such. 

It is our understanding that the 
only actual witness before the 
grand jury in this case was a city 
policeman. It is a very rare occa- 
sion for a Fulton county grand 
jury to return a “no bill.” 

We note that the gentleman who 
signed the protest letter did so 
as secretary of the grand jury. 
There is no indication as to 
whether or not the other members 
of the grand jury participated in 
or share his sentiments. 

The circumstances in this case 
are in some respects similar to 
the now notorious Campbell case 
in New York where Gov. Dewey 
has just granted a full pardon to 
aman who was convicted while 
Dewey was district attorney and 
after he had completed a sentence

GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
Big Businessman 
Urges Higher Wages 


WASHINGTON.—For a leading industrialist 

to go before a congressional committee and urge 

a higher minimum wage scale than that pro 

posed even by the spokesmen for labor may be regarded as some 
thing of an apostasy in the field of big business. 

It is an innovation, to say the least. 

Yet that was a spectacle the senate labor committee was treated 
to the other day when Gen. Robert W. Johnson, chairman of the 
board of Johnson & Johnson, big surgical goods manufacture 
testified in connection with the pending bill to increase the leg 
minimum wage rate from 40 cents to 65 cents an hour. 

Mr. Johnson, one of our more progressive-minded industrialists, 
told the committee that on the basis of a 40-hour work week he 
considered a 65-cent minimum wage as too low. He recommended 
that it be boosted to at least 75 cents an hour after industry has 
leveled off to a normal peacetime basis. 

Moreover, he suggested that congress give its attention to the 
possibility of reducing the basic work week from 40 hours to 36 
hours in some fields and even to 30 hours in others. . 


*. In urging a higher minimum wage scale the 
Wallace Thesis New Brunswick, N. J.. manufacturer seems 


to be expounding an economic philosophy not unsimilar to that 
of Secretary of Commerce Henry Wallace, who has set a goal of 
60,000,000 jobs for the country. 

Mr. Wallace made a speech in New York the other night in 
which he set forth some interesting ideas on the subject of our 
national economy in relation to a higher standard of living. 

Through its unprecedented performance during the war, he 
said, the United States has shown that we possess the ability to 
produce about everything we want and need. The real bottleneck 
problem, he declared, “is to develop that type of distribution which 
makes full production possible.” 

The search for expanded markets is closely connected with the 
vital question of distribution, Mr. Wallace went on. We can find 
expanded markets chiefly by moving a fairly large number of 
low-income families into higher income brackets, he pointed out. 

To further illustrate the point, he reminded that from 1935 
through 1939 about a third of American families had an income 
of less than $1,000 a year and that this third just didn’t make a 
market for a great range of consumer goods, such as refrigerators, 
vacuum cleaners, radios, and the like. 

But, as the secretary says, “no one needs to be told that if a 
$1,000-a-year family can move into a higher income bracket a new 
customer for a good many things will automatically appear on the 
scene.” 

Gen. Johnson was speaking of the same thing when he urged 
a higher minimum wage scale. By increasing the purchasing power 
of the people we tend to solve the distribution problem. 


Machinery Ready We have the industrial machinery and the 


resources for producing a 
American people want and need. The war performance has 


that conclusively. It only remains for us to work out a peacetime 
economy that will permit us to enjoy the benefits of our produc- 
tion potential. 

Gen. Johnson sees a humanitarian side to the wage scale ques- 
tion as well. He suggested that congress should take the position 
that the average American worker cannot keep body and soul 
together on less than $30 a week, which represents the return of 
a 75-cent wage scale for a 40-hour work week. 

“Man does not have the right to employ his fellow man unless 
he can pay a subsistence wage,” he informed the senate committee. 

Such are some of the issues in the wage scale legislation. What 
Gen. Johnson and Secretary Wallace both say is worth thinking
